ON CHARTER FOR COUNCIL

LONDON, May 4 (AP). 


EN European nations 

agreed today on a charter 

for a Council of Europe. 
The charter will be signed at 
ceremonies in St. James’s Pal- 
ace tomorrow. 

Foreign ministers from the 
10 nations have met for two 
days, drafting details of the 
document. The founding coun- 
tries are Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, Luxembourg, The Neth- 
erlands, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Italy and Ireland. 

After signing the charter, the 
member nations will work out 
such details as financing, 
choosing a secretary 
and secretariat and 
headquarters — expected 
Strasbourg, France. They also

amendment, which was defeated 
in the last election by a majority 
of 232,000. The majority against 
it in St. Louis alone was 112,687.

When the bill was called up yes- 
terday, Representative James P. 
Boyd of Paris moved a reconsid- 
eration of the vote by which the 
Turley amendment had been 
adopted, his motion being carried 
by a vote of 73 to 51, which was 
in contrast with the vote last 
Wednesday when the amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 64 to 48. 

Duvall then presented the Du- 
vall-Turley substitute, which pro- 
vides that the county courts shall 
construct and maintain the rural 
roads under regulations prescribed 
by the state commission, Under 
another provision of the bill the 
commission will set up the regula- 
tions with the advice of four coun- 
ty judges to be appointed by the 
Governor. 

The commission will have the 
power to approve or reject con- 
struction contracts let by the 
county courts, and to build the 
rural roads in any county in which 
the county judges ask the com- 
mission to do so. 

It is believed that few counties 
will make such a request, one 
Representative remarking in dis- 
cussing the amendment: “How 
many county courts will give up 
the political patronage that will 
come through their own construc- 
tion of the roads?”

60,000 Rouge Workers 
Scheduled to Walk 
Out — New Talks on 
‘Speed-Up’ Scheduled. 


DETROIT, May 4 (AP)—Nego- 
tiators raced against time today 
in an effort to avert a strike of 
60,000 Ford workers. A strike at 
Ford’s gigantic River Rouge plant 
was scheduled for noon tomorrow. 

At issue was the CIO United 
Auto Workers charge of “speed- 
up.” 

In hopes of avoiding a walkout 
management and top UAW lead- 
ers arranged to meet this after- 
noon for renewed talks in the pro- 
longed dispute. 

The UAW international ap- 
proved a Ford Rouge strike yes- 
terday after a series of quick de- 
velopments which upset earlier 
hopes of a peaceful settlement. 

Ford local 600, which repre- 
sents the Rouge workers, called a 
walkout for today in defiance of 
the international union. Shortly 
afterward, the international execu- 
tive board succeeded in extending 
the deadline to tomorrow. It said 
any earlier walkout would be un- 
authorized. In return, it gave its 
official blessing—strike authoriza- 


tion.

Calls by landlords and tenants 
at the office of the Area Rent 
Director slacked off today, in 
comparison with yesterday when 


approximately 500 individuals visit- 
ed the rent office, in the old 
Federal Building, to inquire about 
the new rent ceilings. In addi- 
tion, about 125 telephone inquiries 
an hour were received yesterday. 
Director Grover C. Vandover 
said it was too early to appraise 
local reaction of landlords and 
tenants and the general effect 
of the net operating income al- 
lowance of 25 per cent of gross 
for “large” landlords and 30 per 
cent for “small” property owners. 
Most of the landlords visiting the 
rent office obtained petition forms 
they must submit when applying 
for permission to increase rents 
under the new federal ruling. The 
forms call for information rela- 
tive to property income and ex- 
penses in a test year. Vandover 
observed that the allowances “will 
not console the profiteer, but will 
help the average honest owner.” 
The rent director pointed out 
that the so-called voluntary 15 
per cent lease is not included in 
the new regulations. Leases of 
that type have not been author- 
ized since last Dec. 31, when the 
1947 leases expired.

Mrs. William J. Hedley, 824 
North Biltmore avenue, who is in 
charge of the garden club project, 
said it had been suggested that 
the hawthorn tree, whose blossom” 
is the state flower of Missouri, 
be used extensively, but that an 
over-all landscaping plan had not 
been worked out. Rose bushes, 
redbud and dogwood trees also 
had been proposed for use in the 
parkway, she said. 

The five clubs whose aid has 
been pledged are headed by Mrs.

The gray-haired Moeller, dapper 
in a gray suit, told the Court 
he was 60 years old and had begun 
his career as a forger in 1925 in 
Boston. Since that time, he said, 
he had traveled from coast to 
coast between prison sentences. 
He said he had not been arrested 
for the last eight years until 
picked up on the charge he was 
facing. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Herbert H. Freer said Moeller reg- 
istered at a downtown hotel here 
in April 1948, and cashed the 
check, drawn on a Springfield 
(Mass.) bank, in payment of a $33 
bill. He was arrested last March 
20 at Fort Smith, Ark. 

Through the aid of an accom- 
plice in Montreal, Canada, Moeller 
received identification papers and 
bogus checks, Freer said. Until 
the latter part of last year when 
he joined forces with a friend, 
Max Gellman, he operated alone. 
Gellman, arrested in Knoxville, 


implicated Moeller in a confession. 
Moeller was unable to estimate 
the total amount of money for 
which he had issued worthless 
checks. He said, however, that 
from last September until the time 
of his arrest he had cashed bogus 
drafts totaling $4000.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 4— 
trafficway in St. Louis, a com- 
bined state-city-federal highway 
project, would be blocked for at 
least two years by the Webbe bill, 
passed today by the Senate and 
sent to the House.

The bill, sponsored by Senator 
Anthony M. Webbe of St. Louis, 
would prevent the taking of any 
property or buildiings used for 
residential purposes in St. Louis 
for right-of-way for a highway, 
for a period of two years from 
the effective dute of the bill, if 
finally passed and approved by 
the Governor. 

Discussion of the bill in the Sen- 
ate developed that it probably 
would prevent construction of any 


state highway or major city street 
project in St. Louis for a two-year 
period, if the construction project 
involved the taking of any resi- 
dence for the right-of-way. 

Bar on Destruction. 

The bill, which would prevent 
the condemnation and destruction 
of buildings used for residences, 
for highway purposes, or the 
eviction of persons from the prop- 
erty for that purpose, for a two- 
year period, applies only to the 
city of St. Louis. a 

Webbe told the Senate construc- 
tion of the Third Street traffic- 
way, which would extend from 
Twelfth sfreet and Gravois av- 
enue to a connection with Third 
street, would displace approxi- 
mately 3000 persons residing in 
the area to be taken for the 
right-of-way. He said no other 
housing Was available to these 
people and they would have no 
homes, if evicted. 

Federal Grants. 

Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Louis, who voted for the bill, said 
it had been stated the State 
Highway Department would lose 
about $5,000,000 in federal road 
fund grants for the Third Street 
project if construction of the 
highway was delayed, as proposed 
in the bill. 

Webbe replied: “Congress is ap- 
propriating many, millions of dol- 
lars for relief of foreign coun- 
tries to halt-the* spread of Com- 
munism, then we breed it here at 
home by depriving poor persons 
of housing. 

“It is not my purpose to halt 
progress,” he said, “but this proj- 
ect should be halted by all means,

Mias Musil, a packing house work- 
er, declined to state what her of- 
ficial position was in the party at 
the time, but readily admitted she 
is a Communist party member. 
She said she does not recall send- 
ing Tounglove a notice of meet- 
ings of the South Side Club, a 
Communist party chapter, which 
gathered at Jeffla Hall, as Young- 
love testified. 

“I was not a member of the 
club, and would have no occasion 
to send out notices of its meet- 
ings,” Miss Musil observed.” I saw 
Younglove at several social affairs 
of the * at Jeffla Hall, and also 
saw him At meetings of the party. 
He was accepted as a bona fide 
member, and I, personally, do not 
believe he was an FBI informer 
at the beginning of his member- 
ship. That must have come later.“ 

James Moore, a machinist, 6313 
Marquette avenue, named by 
Younglove as one of three mem- 
bers of the South Side Club who 
invited him to join, said he also 
doubts Younglove came in as an 
informer. Moore, who admitted 
his membership in the club, said 
he met Younglove in 1944, when 
the latter still was employed by 
Laclede Gas Light Co. 

“Younglove’s home (6409 Arthur 
avenue) is just a few blocks from 
mine, and I met him when I was 
canvassing the ward for President 
Roosevelt,” Moore related. “i 
thought he might be of some use, 
but I did not invite him into the 
South Side Club. He showed up 
there, and told me he was inter- 
ested in Communism. I became 
active in the Henry Wallace cam- 
paign, and tried to get Younglove 
to take part; His attitude had 
changed, and he told me he was 
getting in trouble with the gas 
company and with the AFL unions 
because he was a Communist. I 
only saw him at one Wallace 
meeting, and in recent months he 
has avoided me.” 

Moore said he is convinced that 
Younglove had no FBI connection 
when they first met.

Average extra cost to each tax- 
payer would be $8 or $10 a year, 
based on a $2 tax on each $100 
of assessed valuation, he esti- 
mated. The present average tax 
rate in the district is $1.20, he 
said. 

His proposal included a first- 
class high school district with six 
elementary grades in dispersed 
buildings and junior and senior 
high schools centrally located.

Porphyrogenis, minister of jus- 
tice in the rebel cabinet, said he 
has written to Herbert V. Evatt, 
president of the United Nations 
General Assembly, proposing ne- 
gotiation and a U.N.-supervised 
general election in Greece after 
the end of strife. 

The Greek Government repeat- 
edly has declared the only terms 
it will consider from the rebels 
are unconditional surrender. | 

(A dispatch from Athens re- 
ported Greek Government sources 
called Porphyrogenis's action a 
propaganda gesture, and said the 
government still insists the rebels 
lay down arms. The new cabinet 
of Premier Themistokles Sophou- 
lis received a 0-44 vote of 
confidence in the Greek Partia- 
ment yesterday.) 

Porphyrogenis asserted Gen. 
Markos Vafiades, deposed rebel 
leader, is a “broken man” in a 
rébel-controlled hospital. 

e “Fighting is hard,” Porphyro- 
genis said. “Markos 18 in bad 
shape.” 

(The rebels announced last win- 
ter that kos no longer was 
their leader, but did not disclose 
what had happened to him, There 
has been much speculation in the 
west that he was killed because 
of reverses his followers had suf- 
fered, or had been imprisoned by 
them.)

The resolution was drafted by 
the chamber’s policy committee 
and approved by its board of di- 
rectors. It now is before the an- 
nual meeting here of delegates 
from 3000 state and local cham- 
bers and business organizations. 


“Proposals for production pay- 
ments to farmers for the purpose 
of increasing farm income, reduc- 
ing or increasing farm production, 
or reducing consumer costs would 
tend to bring about the complete 
regimentation of agriculture,” the 
resolution says. 

“Such proposals should be op- 
posed in the public interest as 
they tend to impede the normal 
functioning of the law of supply 
and demand, and do not increase 
the national wealth or promote 
the general welfare.” 

Approval Predicted. 


The statement does not mention 
by name the Brannan plan for di- 
rect federal income payments to 
| farmers in place of crop price 
supports, but Chamber officials 
said it is aimed at that proposal.

SENATE DISTANCES 
HOUSE IN NUMBER 
OF SESSION HOURS 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP)— 
The Senate looks as if it’s trying 
to set a record for long hours in 
the legislative salt mines. 

A report card on Congress came 
out in yesterday’s Congressional 
Record. This shows that in the 
first three months of the eighty- 
first Congress, the Senate met 67 
times for a total of 398 hours, 57 
minutes. The House met 65 times, 
for 279 hours, nine minutes. 

The Senate, with the bénefit— 
or the handicap—of an early fili- 
buster over changing the rules on 
filibustering, has averaged a 
wordy, six-hour day. 

The Senate was in session 
enough to give each Senator time 
for a four-hour speech, on the 
average. A Senator can talk as 
long as his conscience and throat 
will allow. 

The House, with 435 members 
when all seats are filled, puts a 
limit on its orators. Still, there 
has been time enough for every: 
member to talk about 38 minutes. 

The House has passed more 
bills, 395, even though it has been 
in session less time. The Senate 
has passed 251 bills. A total of 
6925 measures already have been 
introduced in this Congress. 

Money bills must originate in 
the House. Roughly, the House 
has appropriated 30 billion dol- 
lars. As the House has met 16,749 
minutes, this means it has been 
appropriating at the rate of about 
$1,750,000 a minute. The Senate 
has not acted on many appropria- 
tion bills.

$11.650,000. 

The proposed construction proj- 
ects constitute the Army En- 
gineers’ share of a. development 
program that would include flood 
control, navigation, irrigation, 
power development, conservation 
and recreation. The other major 
agency involved, the Bureau of 
Reclamation, expects to have its 
recommendations ready shortly. 
The Engineers and the bureau 
recently made public an agree- 
ment fixing responsibility for 
various Columbia basin projects 
and setting up a comprehensive 
plan similar to the Pick-Sloan 
plan in the Missouri river basin. 
President Truman has urged 
Congress to create a Columbia 
Valley Administration which, if 
established, would take over de- 
velopment of the valley. 

Gen. Pick's report was made to 
the Department of the Army. 
Copies of it were sent to several 
members of Congress, to the gov- 
ernors of Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana, Wyoming, Utah 
and Nevada, and to federal agen- 
cies for comment before trans- 
mission to Congress. 

The report notes that the con- 
troversial Hell’s Canyon project 
on the Snake river in Idaho and 
Oregon will be assigned by agree- 
ment to the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion and that the Glacier View 
project in Montana, which has 
been approved by the state but 
opposed by persons who fear it 
would encroach on Glacier Na- 
tional Park, will be dropped for 
the time beine. 

The expenditure recommended 
by Gen. Pick would include what 
is called the main control plan 
for the river, less the Glacier 
View and Hell’s Canyon project 
and certain modifications of 
Grand Coulee and Hungary Horse 
dams; the Willamette river basin 
and other sub-basin plans, and an 
engineering laboratory.

The house is half of a huge bal- 
Ioon 86 feet high and 53: feet. in 
diameter, fastened to a concrete 
base. It is made of fibre glass 
and rubber, and is only as thick 
as a few pages of a newspaper. 

Air holds it up, acting as the 
timber and beams. Once it is in- 
flated, a vacuum cleaner pushing 
air in keeps it pumped up and 
ventilated. You enter and leave 
through an air lock. 


The pressure inside is less than 
that inside a child’s toy balloon. A 
puncture wouldn’t make this house 
explode. It would just collapse 
slowly. If hit by shellfire, there 
would be no wood or stones to fall 
on men or equipment. 


Could Be Modified. 


The balloon house, called the 
radome, was built to protect new 
radar equipment for the Air Force. 
It was made by the Cornell Aero- 
nautical Laboratory here, But the 
idea could be modified for mov- 
able private homes or for build- 
ings such as an ice skating rink. 

The radome is designed to op- 
erate in any climate from 67 be- 
low zero up to 140 degrees. This 
one is colored black, but it can 
be given different colors for 
camouflage in regions from the 
Arctic to jungles.

Iranian Army 


Expected to Provide 
Only Delaying Action if Reds Strike

Iran has hired a small American 
military mission to help sharpen 
its defensive tools. But even the 
most optimistic observers say that 
in the event of a showdown war, 
Iran’s military establishment will 
be of little use to the west. 


Both Washington and London, 
appear to feel, however, that if 
Razmara’s soldiers can stall off 
an invader even a few days, the 
present expenditure of time and 
money will be worthwhile. The 
American mission does not expect 
to see concrete results for at least 
a year. In the aviation phase, it 
will be two years before Iran has 
something to show. 

At this moment, the staff of 
some 60 American officers and 
men are laying the groundwork. 
The air school will begin in July. 


The reason why results will be 
slow in coming is that the Persian 
soldier knows little of the mechan- 
ical side of warfare. For example, 
Iranians will require a full year 
to learn the mechanics of aviation. 
It takes Americans 16 weeks, The 
advanced course will consume an- 
other year compared to the 12 
weeks taken by Unitéd States 
soldiers. 


Under present plans, the Iranian 
air force will be too small to be 
of much importance in battle. As 
part of the air section of its $10,- 
000,000 arms loan, the nited 
States is delivering seven C-47s to 
Iran. Sixty P-47 fighter planes will 
follow, but 15 of these are to be 
used for spare parts. 

Small Arms Provided. 

Small arms and ammunition are 
being unloaded from Persian Gulf 
ports as another part of this pro- 
gram. Actually, the $10,000,000 loan 
is larger in value received. Across- 
the counter deliveries will be worth 
much more than this. ) 

The military advisory mission, 
though frequently a target of Mos- 
cow radio criticism, is registered 
with the United Nations. Presum- 
ably, it has its sanction. 

It was first created under a 
1947 agreement between the two 
countries whose goal was “to en- 
hance the efficiency of the Iranian 
army.” It is not permitted to ad- 
vise on tactical or strategical 
plans. Its personnel is drawn from 
the officer and enlisted ranks of 
the United States Army and Air 
Force. Some, but not all, are on a 
voluntary basis.

Truman, in a statement, said 
Olay’s retirement coincides with 
the end of an era in postwar Ger- 
many. He said the work “of 
moral and economic reconstruc- 
tion” in the western zones has ar- 
rived at a point where the Ger- 
mans “are about to obtain a 
greatly enlarged measure of polit- 
ical and economic responsibility. 

The President praised Clay for 
having carried out “a prodigious 
task of administration” and des 
clared he is being released from 
his jab because of his own r- 
peated requests.“ 

“His name will always be asso- 
ciated with one of the toughest 
tasks and accomplishments of 
American history.” 

“Gen. Clay was selected for this 
task on his record of tireless ef- 
fort, his firmness and his fairness, 
his quality as a soldier, and finally 
his understanding of and devotion 
to the American spirit of free- 
dom.“ ;

It has been obvious for a long time that Mr.

Hartley Act. He could not make good on it be- 


It 
is not the “slave labor act” that it has been 
called. Time and experience have showed its 


Truman made his headlong 
speeches against the Taft-Hartley Act, he was, 
among other things, opposing a clause of high 
importance that he himself had effectively ap- 
plied. We refer to the 80-day injunction to pro- 
tect the nation against strikes which imperil the 
national health or safety. This clause has had 
a disputed history, but its very presence on the 
statute books has had a restraining effect on 
labor and has given the public some feeling of 
assurance. 

During the * railroad strike of 1946, 
the country had no mechanism whatever to deal 
with that kind of anarchy. Mr. Truman went to 
Congress in a frantic mood. He even went so 
far as to suggest that the strikers be drafted 
into the Army—a proposal, incidentally, that 
Senator Taft helped to kill off. And, of course, 
the successive crises engineered by John I.. 
Lewis have shown the need for such challenges 
to the majesty of the state. 

Seldom in American legislative history has a 
law been subjected to such searching analysis as 
the Taft-Hartley Act. For many weeks, the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee held hearings during 
which it was brilliantly dissected by experts. 
There were sound arguments against some of its 
provisions—and Senator Taft wisely yielded to 
them—but on the whole the law stood the test 
of microscopic examination. 

The reason is perfectly clear. The Wagner 
Act, passed in an era that cried for reforms, re- 
dressed labor's ancient grievances; moreover, it 
gave powerful impetus to the growth of trade- 
unionism. It was frankly and one-sidedly pro- 
labor. Under the Wagner Act, labor has enor- 
mously increased in power. With power, ‘inevit- 
ably, come unfairnesses and abuses. Time and 
experience showed clearly: they had to be 
corrected. 

The pendulum had swung. in Voltaire said 
of God, if the Taft-Hartley Act had not been 
created, another act of its kind would have had 

to come into being. It was an inevitable his- 
torical process. And it is the genius of the 
American system that it has always been able to 
seek and to find equilibrium. That’s why Mr. 
Truman could not make good on a rash and un- 
statesmanlike campaign slogan. 
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Columbia University experts find that the best 
way to cure a headache is to forget your wor- 
ries. What most people are looking for, how- 
ever, is a remedy that will cure their headache 
and their worries at one and the same time. 
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Gen. Omar Bradley Speaks Wisely 

There can be no doubt of the wisdom and sin- 
cerity with which Gen. Omar Bradley, the 
Army’s chief of staff, spoke yesterday before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. Urging 
approval of the 12-nation North Atlantic secur- 
ity alliance, he declared: “I assure you that our 
frontiers of collective defense lie in common 
with theirs in the heart of Europe.” 

He spoke as a soldier seasoned in the World 
War II campaigns against Germany and as a 
strategist versed in the possibilities and prob- 
abilities if another war comes. There can be no 
belittling of his thesis that in case of another 
European war a continental bridgehead must be 
held. And, in order to hold this bridgehead, it 
will be essential that the United States help arm 
the other nations in the pact. 

As Gen. Bradley said in his Army day ad- 
dress last April 6: In the final analysis, 
Western Europe can be saved only ‘by the West- 
ern Europeans. But to save themselves they 
must have the will and the means to resist.” The 
all-important “means to resist“ lie in arms and 
munitions supplied by us. 

By strengthening the European forces so they 
can back up our air power and our meager oceu- 
pation troops, we would have a much better 
chance of preventing the overrunning of Europe. 
If Europe were overrun we would lose 200,000,- 
000 allies as well as any bridgehead. 

The sooner the Atlantic pact is ratified and a 
European arms program is adopted, the quicker 
this nation will be able to rest easy at night.

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Rents Go Cost-Plus 


The confusing new formula to provide land- 
lords with “fair net operating income” boils 
down to a cost-plus scheme. If the present rent 
received by a “small” landlord is less than one 


and one-third times his operating expenses, he 
can raise the rent to equal one and three-sevenths 


times his expenses. (A landlord is small“ who 
owns not more than four rental units.) If the 
rent received by a larger landlord is less than 
one and one-fourth times his expenses, he can 
raise it to equal one and one-third times his 
expenses. 

Trouble. lurks in this formals. Operating e- 
penses will be disputed in endless cases; many 
owners will seek to pad them beyond reason, and 
many renters to trim them beyond reason.

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The Radio Word 

Why were listeriers frightened when a disc 
jockey on a radio station in Jackson, Miss., an- 
nounced Sunday night that the moon was falling 
into the sun and earthquakes were expected 
from Winnipeg to New Orleans? 

Perhaps it is because mankind has emerged 
into an age in which there is little it can dis- 
miss as incredible. Only a fool any longer 
brushes off any idea because it is fantastic. It 
is utterly fantastic that the atom can be smashed 
and the fury of the sun released; that airplanes 
can fly faster than sound; that the waves pro- 
duced by thinking can be recorded on paper. 
The mind has to open to its widest to accept es 
facts these amazing facts. 

Orson Welles caused a furor in his simulated 
news broadcast 11 years ago announcing an in- 
vasion of the Earth by men from Mars. A year 
later a similar but smaller scare was caused by a 
radio station in Charleston, S. C., which broad- 
cast a drama about a death ray. This year in 
Quito, Ecuador, a broadcast of the “Men from 
Mars“ stunt provoked anger at the radid station 
and rioting resulted which cost 21 lives. At 
Charleston, as at Jackson, the pfogram was an- 
nounced as fictitious, but listeners don’t always 
hear all of a radio program, as the resulting 
scares showed. 

The same power of the radio word to compel 
has been shown in its use as a technique of 
revolution. Seizure of radio stations has become 
a standard element of the coup d'etat in many 
countries. In our own country, how much dam- 
age could be done if enemy saboteurs seized the 
studios of the three major networks and an- 
nounced seriously that a dozen American cities 
had been atom-bombed? Not only is the radio 
word, through its power to frighten and com- 
mand, an instrument useful to revolution; it is 
an instrument useful to counter-revolution, as in 
the “Voice of America” broadcasts of the State 
Department. 

As a matter of responsibility, the heads of 
radio stations must realize the awful authority 
which is carried by the radio word. As a matter 
of civilian morale, all of us could demand veri- 
fication of any frightening report, refusing to be 
stampeded. For it is 2 wonderful amalgam of 
open-mindedness and skepticism which alone, it 
seems, can adapt increasingly mere mankind to 
this increasingly improbable world. 
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Tribute to Charles Hertenstein 


Charles Hertenstein, who has submitted his 
resignation to Mayor Darst, has been a valuable 
public servant of St. Louis.

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Two Charters but One Problem 

Now that a Board of Freeholders has been ap- 
pointed to draft a St. Louis County Charter, 
parallel efforts to achieve basic improvements in 
local government are under way in both the city 
and the county. The city and county are politi- 
cally separate, but the community is one, and its 
problems are largely joint problems. Therefore 
—why don't the charter boards get together? 

We do not mean: Why don’t they work out a 
plan to consolidate city and county? In the 
present state of opinion, charters that provided 
for political consolidation might have the elo- 
quence of Lincoln, the poetry of Shakespeare, 
the wisdom of Solomon—and very likely be 
turned down at the polls. 

Nevertheless, without any sacrifice of sov- 
ereignty”-on either side, both the city and the 
county will gain more by pulling together than 
at opposites. For example, they could arrange 
by contract to various public services 
more cheaply than they could be performed sep- 
arately. To name only one service, it is obvious 
that the city and county must get together in a 
very few years on the sewer problem—and prob- 
ably on traffic arteries and other jointly used 
facilities. 

It isn’t the business of the charter boards, of 
course, to write contracts or to make sewer and 
street plans. But it is very much their business 
to write organic laws that smooth the way for 
joint city-county planning and action. To that 
end, it would be a happy thing if the two boards 
maintained an informal liaison and came up at 
the end of their labors with charters that 
cleared the road for co-operation. 
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Onward and Upward 

According to Charles Darwin, the progress of 
animal organisms, ineluding that most curious 
of all animals —man—is onward and upward by 
minute stages. It is a hopeful and comforting 
idea. Unfortunately, while animals do all right, 
man is constantly acting in a way which makes 
one doubt the validity of the theory of evolu- 
tion.

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And Now a Mechanical Brain

An Army publicity release announcing 
the ENIAC, an automatic computing ma- 
chine of unprecedented speed and capabil- 
ities, was made available to newspapers 
Feb. 16, 1946. Reporters who went to Phil- 
adelphia for the first public showing of the 
ENIAC (Electronic Numerical Integrator 
and Computer) saw a roomful of electronic 
equipment that could solve the complex 
ballistic problem of a shell’s flight in less 
time it takes the ac- 
tual shell to hurtle 
from gun to target. 


Some papers did 
not run the story; 
most cut it consid- 
erably. Editors, obvi- 
ously, were not con- 
vinced that the por-. 
tents of a new era 
were at hand. 

Since then, how- 
ever, the belief has 
been growing that 
the computers of which the ENIAC is 
merely the forerunner will have pro- 
found effects not only upon science and 
engineering, but upon business and govern- 
ment as well, Indeed, the belief is growing 
that these new machines, because of their 
similarity to the human brain and their 
potential ability to fit into complicated 
control mechanisms, are the beginning of 
a second industrial revolution.

Bringing Science Into Economics 


As an example of the vistas opening up, 
consider the Air Force’s Project SCOOP, 
or Scientific Computation of Optimum Pro- 
grams. SCOOP is an extension of an eco- 
nomic research project developed by Was- 
sily Leontief at Harvard. Its idea is that 
the industries of the country interact with 
one another in a measurable and predict- 
able way. Thus the production of shoes, 
for example, has a determinable influence 
on the cattle business, and on the business 
in thread, nails, chemicals, transportation. 


Leontief hopes to set up equations that 
will express all these complicated interrela- 
tionships. Once this is done, he hopes by 
means of the ‘new machines to predict the 


impact on the nation’s economy of any pro- 


gram proposed by the Air Force. In any 
event, the great new computers promise to 
promote many basic studies of economic 


- behavior. 


How do these new computers differ from 
desk calculators of the Monroe or Friden 
type? A desk calculator is simply a sort 
of mechanized abacus. Its human operator 


must instruct the machine anew for each 


addition, subtraction, multiplication, or di- 
vision. A-modern automatic computer can 
perform a complicated calculation by itself. 


Mirror of Human Shortcomings 
Inevitably, machines of such abilities in- 

vite comparison with the human brain. 

People have loosely called them “thinking 


machines.” ‘This designation is rejected 
by many of today’s scientists. Still, many 


scientists believe that today’s machines do 


not pretend to originate anything, or to 
think, precisely because we do not yet know 
how to order them to perform this serv- 
ice. The machines’ limitation may be sim- 
ply an expression of our own shortcoming: 
we do not yet understand well enough how 


building are enormously simpler than the 
brain, and therefore enormously limited by 
comparison. The brain has 10 billion neu- 
rons; the ENIAC has only some 18,000 elec- 
tronic circuits that serve it in place of 
neurons. Presumably, the limitations of 
today’s machines as reasoning devices arise 
entirely because of the gross simplicity of 
the best machines we now can build. 


Computing machines, even those of the 
present day, are incomparably superior to 
the brain in speed of operation. A human 
computer with a desk calculator can multi- 
ply two numbers, each having 10 decimal 
digits, in about 15 seconds; a modern ma- 
chine will do the same problem in less than 
half a thousandth of a second. Such a ma- 
chine will enable scientists to make sys- 
tematic attacks on new or unformulated 
problems in fields where expensive experi- 
ments go in lieu of computing, or no work 
has as yet been done. 


An Improvement on Executives 


Its applications in business are immedi- 
ate and clear. It can handle the account- 
ing, payroll, billing, and tax computation 
of any company, no matter how complicated 
the rules. 

More than this, the machine can play 
an important role in management. Operat- 
ing a business consists mainly in making 
decisions that will affect its future position. 
A century or so ago, an executive's brain 
could store and process all the relevant in- 
formation, and deduce significant trends. 
Today external aids must be used. 

Granted that our new ability to perform 
complicated computations rapidly will have 
a profound impact on science, including 
social science, and on large-scale manage- 
ment in business and government: are oth- 
er results to be expected? Norbert Wiener, 


-an M.LT. mathematician, thinks so. 


In his recent book, “Cybernetics,” he 
suggests that we are on the eve of the 
second industrial revolution. While the 
first industrial revolution involved the sub- 
stitution of machinery for man’s muscula- 
ture, the second will replace by inanimate 
devices man’s senses, nervous system, and 
brain. 


Two-Hour Work Week, Maybe? 


It cannot be doubted that this is desir- 
able from the standpoint of “doing the 
job.”

A Fabulous Railroad 


VIRGINIA AND TRUCKEE, by Lucius Beebe and Charles 

Clegg. (Grahame H. Hardy, 59 pgs., $2. 

The world-famous Comstock lode of Vir- 
ginia City, Nev., was one of the greatest 
fountains of wealth in all history. It 
created millionaires virtually overnight, 
stimulated the growth of San Francisco, 
brought into being mansions in New York 
and demanded the creation of a railroad to 
carry its silver ore to the mills on the 
Carson river. 

The rails that resulted were those of 
the Virginia & Truckee, taking its name 
from the city and a terminal connection in 
Reno on the banks of the Truckee river 
with what is now the Southern Pacific 
lines. Born in 1869 literally with a silver 
spdon in its grasp, the railroad at one time 
was the richest in the world measured in 
terms of return on original investment. - 

These are some of the well-embellished 
facts presented with an air of awe by 
New York Columnist Lucius Beebe, a noted 
railroad enthusiast, assisted by Photogra- 
pher Charles Clegg. Possibly influenced 
by the atmosphere of their private car, 
the Gold Coast, from which they did their 
research while it was parked last year in 
the V & T's yards at Carson City, they 
tell in authoritative manner about the 
booming towns, the men who controlled 
the railroad, those who ran it and the bust 
that set the stage for a bountiful crop of 
sage brush where once were buildings and 
right-of-way. 

Nos is as thick as a London fog 
in Virginia & Truckee, seeping through 
every page to accentuate the book’s gen- 
eral theme of here’s something that’s gone 
forever, but was wonderful while it lasted.

THE TRUMAN HOUSE is a tired little cot- 
tage which sits on a corner lot (80x160 feet) 
about four. blocks from the public square.

It also has a new white picket fence 
around it, and in the corner of the yard where 
it can be seen from both streets is a sign about 
eight feet high which says, in large black letters:

In the last war, when Europe 
finally had its back to the wall 
and a German fuehrer seemed 
about to cross the English Chan- 
nel ahd attack Great Britain by 
actual invasion, we still took no 
active military part until Japan 
attacked us.
